Route Differences 


Maps and bus schedules submitted 


by the Latimore township board 
showed that one bus route is oper- 
ated to East Berlin by Cletus Murn- 
mert and the other to York Springs 
by Paul Wolf. Mr. Heikes said the 
problem of arranging bus routes to 
take high school pupils to the school 
of their choice caused complications. 


The county board approved a let- 


ter mailed from the county super- 
intendent's office September 14 sub- 
mitting five alternate plans for 
school districts to follow to make 
school pupils available for work in 
county orchards. 


The county superintendent was 


given authority to purchase state 
highway road maps of all districts 
in the county. The 15-cent maps 
are to be paid for out of the county 
board treasury."

The Gettysburg Civic Nursing As- 


sociation lias launched its annual 
campaign for financial support from 
the people of Gettysburg with which 
to carry on its tmrty-rirst consecu- 
tive year of service to this com- 
munity. 


'The winter ahead will tax severe- 


ly the services of the Association," 
Dr. Herbert C. Alleman, president 
of the organization, wrote in an 
appeal mailed this week to residents 
of this community. Officers of the 
organization also pointed out today 
that the war emergency may in- 
crease greatly the calls to be made 
on the civic nursing service here. 


During last year the association's 


nurse made 1,075 visits. Operating 
expenses last year amounted to 
$1,019.75 and that amount has been 
set as the minimum to be collected 
for this year's program from the 
organization's four sources of funds: 
The current community canvass, 
fees for services of the nurse, spe- 
cial church offerings and the contri- 
butions of local orders, societies and 
industries.

There are her 
arsenals, her manpower, her finan- 
cial resources—in short, those sinews 
which make her the power she is. 
Now all this is contained within 
an area of 148,756 square miles— 
about the size of Montana. And the 
borders aren't protected by other 
territories, but only by the sea. 


So the strength of this primitive 


Samson Is localized. We don't have 
to overrun a territory the size of 
say Australia—a mighty task for any 
nation—to do our stint. We don't 
have to reconquer all the Japanese 
conquests as a preliminary. Our 
primary task is to cut Samson's 
locks, whereupon his big body will 
lose its power. 


Therefore I believe that when the

This camp is comparatively new. 


It sets on a hill overlooking the city 
of Sioux Falls, and is only a five 
miiiute bus ride distant. There is 
plenty of recreation in camp as well 
as in the city for the soldiers. All j 
the soldiers attending school are j 
permitted at least two passes to the 
city each week, provided his marks 
do not drop below an average of 75. 
The townfolk of Sioux Falls are very 
sociable and they can really show 
a soldier a fine time. 


I've been in the Army only a short 


time but thus far I've had a fine 
time and I find it very interesting. 


During my three weeks at Keesler 


Field, Mississippi, the northern sol- 
diers heard the paper boys cry, "Get 
your rebel paper with the Yankee 
news." Now I'm out of rebel terri- 
tory but I'd like to receive the good 
old home-town Yankee newspaper, 
so if you have an extra paper 
around occasionally, I'd appreciate 
if my name would be placed on the 
mailing, list.

Witli oil in the fuel there is bound 
to be some trouble in the long run 
in spite of the good th at can ne 
done by the lube along lines of 
checking cylinder wall wear and in 
improving valve action 
You avoid 
this risk when using additives in the 
crankcase, and I believe that you 
get quicker, faster relief. 
After a spell of overheating the 
natural fear is that there is an in­ 
ternal cylinder head gasket leak 
You can decide this point easily 
enough by watching the water level 
in the radiator after filling up with 
water and while Hip engine is run­ 
ning 
Have .someone accelerate tile 
engine a few times and note if there 
is a rise in the level or a tendency 
for water to spurt out.
